Council Passes Record Activities Budget of $33,500 


Highest budget in the history 
of t he Associated Students of 
Sacramento State College was 
passed last week by the Student 
Council, at its first meeting of 
the fali semester. A total of $33.,- 
500 was allotted various activi- 
ties and expenses of the associa- 
tion. This year’s budget total is 
an increase of $5,500 over last 
year’s total of $28,000. 

Largest portion of the budget 
went to athletics, which received 
$11,900. Publications was second 
with $6,350, and humanities 
third, $3,050.

Enroliment at Sacramento State Coll “ge hit an all-time high this 
semester wien 4,089 students entered the campus under a new sys- 
tem of registration, The total enroliment, of which 2.165 are full time 
students, tops last year's total by 1,089 and puts SSC approximately 10

Klingethofer Schedules 
Teacher Selection Tests 


Teacher Selection Examina- 
tions are slated for all day to- 
morrow according to Dr. E. L.

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Residence Screening 


A new law was passed at the last session of the Cali- 
fornia state legislature, requiring non-resident students at 
California state colleges to pay a special tuition fee. Last 
week more than four thousand Sacramento State College 
students took a residence screening test to fulfill the regu- 
Jations of this law, 

Complaints and criticism have been leveled at the college 
administration, the state department of education, and the 
legislature for the time required for the screening process 
and the type of questionnaire used. Student complaints 
ranged from “Why weren't we notified it would take six 
hours?” to “Why ask all these silly questions ?” 

The law, which was passed by the legislature at the end 
of the 1955 session, in June, does not define what a resident 
of the State of California is. It took the state attorney gen- 
eral until September to decide that the general legal defi- 
nition of resident, which is not necessarily voting residency, 
would be used. 

Under the law, as now interpreted, a woman who has 
lived in California all her life and whe marries an out-of- 
state serviceman, can become a non-resident without ever 
leaving the state. In many cases a return visit to a former 
home. before a vear’s residency has been established in 
California, can deprive a student of classification as a res- 
ident for purposes of attending a state college. 

At a welcoming assembly Tuesday morning, Guy A. 
West, president, said “I hope it (the ferm) will be short- 
ened after they have heard our reports on our experience 
here this week.” He also pointed out that once residency is 
established, returning students will not need to fill out the 
forms again. “Let's bear with it and hope we got some 
improvement there in the years to come,” he urged. 

Dr W_D. Albright, admissions officer, stated that final 
regulatic sercening process were not available until 
September 1, making it difficult to get publicity out.

SSC Permits 
Art on Walls 


Sacramento State College has 
established precedent in the state 
college system by being the first 
to allow semi-permanent student 
art work on exterior walls. 

Legislative approvai was spe- 
cifically granted for the con- 
struction of the expansive un- 
broken wall in the new art build- 
ing, allowing SSC students the 
opportunity of practical exper- 
jence in muralistic painting. For- 
merly, state legislators denied 
similar requests from college ad- 
ministrators, claiming that stu- 
dent art talent did not embellish 
but rather defaced state proper- 
ty 

Erected during the 1954-55 fall 
semester, the art building’s ar- 
cade wall hag subsequently be- 
come a galaxy of artistic expres- 
sion. Originally Larry Foster's 
mural of a solo cock fight was 
the only wali decoration, but ad- 
ditional murals, frescoes and mo- 
saics have since been placed on 
the wall. 

The present display, im order 
of appearance from the central 
entrance, inchades a ceramic mo- 
saic, above the viewing cases, 
and a Byzantine mosaic by Carol 
Dudley. Wall murals include two 
by Foster, an indiscriminate col- 
lage of color and the rooster. Ai- 
ta Howe's religious motif and a 
stylized carousel scene by Mon- 
ica Hannasch are next in line. 
Two other murals. a Venetian 
gondola by Rudolf Bennewies, a 
horse grouping by Aner Pompei
